The body of a badly swollen and decom- 
posed floater was delivered at the Morgue 
Saturday morning, as that of James Clark, 
the aged man who escaped from the Work- 
house Thursday and sank under the river's 
surface immediately after being ehot at by 
Guard Matt Sehblitt. 

The floater was identified solely by the 
Workhouse officials. Nobody else vouched 
for the correctness of the iderification. 

The residents in shanty town who wit- 
nessed Clark's death decidre that he was 
killed by bullets from Guard Sellitt's gun. 
and that he sank immediately after tne 
shot. 

Whether the body found was that of 
Clark or not, the Coroner's office proceeded 
On that assumption and had a post-mortem 
et oe made.

than 40 hours, yet this corpse wae bloated 
and discolored out of all semblance to a 
human being. 

The head particularly was discolored and 
bloated. 

A pecullar and suspicious fact about this 
floater ls that only one leg held a shackle.

The explanation of this, given by the 
Workhouse authorities, is that Clatk tn

Tt would be hard to explain how a debt- 
itated old man of 60 years managed while 
he was under constant surveillance in the 
Workhouse to break a heavy tron rivet and 
force the anklet open enough to perm.t of 
ite being slipped over his foot.

PANA, IL, July 23.—The sixth successive 
daily attempt to operate three mines of 
Pana with non-union men, thereby brealke 
ing the miners’ organization, was attempte 
ed this morning by new tactics by the 
operators, but was again a fiat failore. 
Heretofore the endeavor to operate the 
mines with non-union miners, guarded by 
extra police and deputies, was made at the 
Penwell mine, but without success, and 


this morning the chaftice was made from 
the Penweill to the Springside mine, the 
latter mine being out of the city Ifmita. 
Here Sheriff Ira Coburn of Taylorville 
concentrated a large force of armed depu- 
ties and operators to guard the mine and 
escort the miners to werk. ‘The miners, and, 
their wives were on the streets leading toe 
the mine, ready to give a warm reception 
to any non-union miners who might at- 
tempt to pass their lines. Only two min- 
ers, both residing in a house close to the 
mine, and both under guard, entered the 
pits. The Spires brothers, who, under 
guard of Winchesters and shotguns, were 
escorted In carriages to the mine Friday, 
although again assured of ample protec-. 
tion, refused to drive to the mine. this 
morning. ; 

The Penwell and Pana mines were under 
guard also, but no miners passed the lines 
of thp strikers, and mines continue idle.

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GEN. GARCIA'S LETTER. 


There is much in Gen, Garcia’s letter to Gen. Shafter which 
will command the sympathy of Americans, but we must dis- 
tinguish between personal feeling and public necessity and 
sound policy. 

After their long and bitter struggle with their cruel Sppres- 
sors the Cubans are eager to reap the fruit of victory. And 
they naturally think that the administration of the civil mu- 
nicipal law should be entrusted to them instead of continued 
inthe hands of the officials appointed by the Queen Regent.

Hints on Preserving. 


I have learned that red raspberries pre- 
served in currant juice are delicious. Take 
twelve quarts of raspberries, threa quarts 
of currants and three quarts of sugar. Look 
over the currants, put them over the fire, 
cook slowly, stisring and mashing often. 
Spread a square of cheese cloth in the col- 
ander and put the colander over the pre- 
serving Kettle. Pour in the hot fruit and 
juice and squeeze as much juice as possible 
from the ¢eurfants and through the cloth. 
Add the sugar to the juice, put over the 
fire, stir frequently till the sugar is melted. 
Have the raspberries looked over, and when 
the syrup boils put them in. Let boil 10 
minutes. Skim the raspberries into cans, 
fill up with the hot syrup and geal at once.

This you can use in making pudding, sauces,

My rule for spiced currants ‘‘wearg well.” 
Use seven pounds of currants, half § pint 
each of currant juice and strong cider vin- 
egar, four pints of sugar, two ounces of 
stick cinnamon and an ounce of whole 
cloves. Tie the spices in muslin, put with 
the liquids and boil and skim. hen add 
the currants. Cook gently for an hour, or 
till the mixture will jelly.

DON’T LIKE THE GOVERNOR. 


Unpopularity of the Election Commis- 
sioner Attested by a Rocent 
Threat of Black Balls. 


Judge Bernard P. Taaffe, who was a leader 
in the meeting of Irish-Americans which 
adopted resolutions denunciatory of Gov. 
Stephens, was asked where his resolutions 
were and why ‘the text of them had never 
been made public. 

“I don’t know," he replied. “I suppose 
the secretary, a stranger to me, has them.” 

He was asked about the pledge which 
delegates from St. Louis will be asked to 
sign, binding themselves to oppose a per- 
sonal indorsement of Gov. Stephens by the 
corvention. 

“I don’t knew where that is either,’ he 
sald. ‘“The delegates will be called together 
in a few days and asked to sign the pledge. 
Irish-Americans are willing that the Dem- 
ocratic administration be indorsed, but they 
do not believe that the Governor deserves 


any personal recognition.” 

Irish-Americans declare that Hugh J.
